CUT DOWN THRESHING BILLS

the annual report of the British 
Chamber of Shipping. He says, in

“The one insignificant fact in the 
whole report is that British ships 
are the busiest in the world. They 
are six times busier than the ships of 
other nations. There are at the mo- 
ment 12,000,000 idle tons in the world, 
and only 711,000 of these are in British 
ports. So, roughly speaking, Eng- 
land has one-third of the ships on the 
high seas, and only one-eighteenth of 
the idleness.”—Toronto Globe.
